Michael V. DiSalie under 
whose administration the 
commission was created. 

Initially, the Commission 
was specifically charged 
with enforcing the States 


Fair Employment Practice 
Act, which the Legislature 
enacted in 1959 after 15 
years of vigorous but futual 
campaigning for an FEPC 
law. 


Subsequent legislation 


broaden the Commission 
responsibility in the area of 
enforcing civil rights laws, 
beginning the Public 
Accommodation Act. 

Since then the Commis- 
sion’s jurisdiction has been 
expanded to include dis 
crimination in housing, 
sex, age, the handicapped. 
It also now has authority to 
initiate its own investiga- 
tion into.acts of discrimina- 
tion without formal com- 
plaint in any area of civil 
rights under its jurisdict- 
jon.

An Accurate Census Count

On March 28, 1980, the 
U.S. Postal Service will 
deliver census forms to 86 
milion households across 
the country. 

The information to be 
completed on the census 
forms four days later on 
April 1, will determine not 
only the U.S. population 
count but also the reappor- 
tionment of congressional 
districts, the allocation of 
government funds at the 
federal state and local lev- 
els, and immediate and 
long range federal, state 
and local planning for 
sacial and domestic 

rograms. 

Because our political 
representation and numer- 
Ous.government programs 
are based on census data, 
an accurate minority count 
In 1980 is of. vital impor- 
tance. Clearly, minorities 
should be sure they are 
included ‘in the census 
figures. 

The Census Bureau has 

n conveying this mes- 

ge to blacks and other 
minorities. through its 
‘Minority Statistics Pro- 
gram. The intent of the 


__program is to avoid the 


severe minority under- 
count experienced in the 
1970 censug.1n that cen- 
sus, and estimated one mil- 
lion blacks went un- 
counted. 

In planning for the 
upcoming census, the 

reau has developed and 
launched a massive promo- 
tion effort which embraces 
public awareness.and 
community involvement. 


Additionally, the Bureau 
has engaged a special 


group of community servi- © 


ces specialists to work with . 
organizations at the local 
level. ; 

A very important func- 
tion of the specialists is to, 
stress to members of the 
community that the law 
under which the census is 
taken protects the confi- 
dentiality of an individual's 
‘answers. 

While the Census Bureau 
is to be commended for the 
steps it has taken to 
improve the accuracy of 
the minority census count, 
it cannot be overemphas-" 
izéd that there is stillamuch 
room forimprovement. 
There have beet several 
recommendations to 
adjust the 1980 count in 
order to ensure a more 
equitable distribution of 
federal, state and local 
services, 

With respect to minori- 
ties, it becomes increas- 
ingly more important to 
obtain the’ most accurate 
count possible and where 
necessary, adjust the cen- 
sus count upward to better 
retiect the number of 
minorities who truly com- 
prise a significant share of 
the population. Let us 
make sure that every 
minority is counted in 1980.
